, When President Coolidge vetoed the 
ary-Haugen bill, he demonstrated 
anew his distinterested devotion to the 
best interests of the. United States as a 
whole and his contempt for professional 
politicians who attempt by political 
‘threat to intimidate Senators and execu- 
tives. Incidentally, he stood in a breach 
caused by the failure of a considerable 


reasonable. His conclusion that Col 
Lindbergh has donned a high hat of 
large dimensions is not supported by the 
facts, and the colonel’s explanation of 
why he does not like crowds on a flying 
field where he is trying to take off or to 
land is sufficient to satisfy the most 


captious. 

It is simply that an airplane propeller 
revolving with the speed of a bullet will 
kill anyone with whom it comes in con- 
tact with the celerity and certainty of a 
bullet, and that Lindbergh does not want 
to kill anyone. He has had enough nar- 
row escapes from causing accidents of 
this kind to make anybody nervous. 

If anybody in the United States is en- 
titled to wear a high hat Lindbergh is 
the man, and criticism of him would be 
hardly warranted even if the charge 
were true.
